REPORT MORI THE 


Spalding School Fund Committee 


In compliance with the provisions of the will of Mr. Isaac 
Spalding, the munificent benefactor of the public schools of 
New Ipswich, his native town, a written report of the invest- 
ment of the fund and the dividends obtained therefrom, shall 
be made upon the expiration of each official year, by the 
committtee, which shall consist of not less than three mem- 
bers, who shall be chosen annually at the regular town 
meeting. 

Our report is rendered, viz.: January 26, 1895, the town 
of New Ipswich gave a note for a loan of $6,500, upon which 
three endorsements have been made, the sum of $1,500 in 
1895, $500 in 1896, and $500 February 15, 1897. The last 
endorsement is now in the hands of the committee for invest- 
ment. 


An investment of $5,000 was made on March 6, 1895, in the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Co., of Boston Mass. 
The sum of $500 paid on the note given by the town, was 
deposited in the Mason Village Savings Bank, of Greenville,
